lican members of Congress and yel retain
their confidence in General Grant. We say
Cieneral Grant, because he mnst of necessity
Lie the candidate of the Republicans again, 1f
the party is to be saved from defeat and to
hold tbhe reins of government for another
term, he only can succeed in bringing that
about. His personal popularity and glorious
war record carried the last election, and it is
upon these the party must rely in the next
contest, Grant, as the candidate in 1572,
then, may prove superior to the reaction now
going ou in favor of the Democrats and to the
weakness sud unpopularity of the Republican
Coungress aud puliticians.

While it must be admitted that a turn in
the tide of political sentiment in several
Jarge Stutes, such as we see in Pennsylvania,
Olio, and Iodians, thongh not very great,
indicates the general current, still we should
remember that politics in this country oscil-
Iates like the pendulom, and a few months
way bring avother change.

The opposition
18 powe:less, No party ever had a better
opportunity to beneiit the country and to
muke itself popular. What = chance
it has for the display of statesman-
ship, for devising and carrying out great
measutes to promote the prosperity and hap.
piness of the country and {o purify the Gov-
ernmwent ! What a record it wonld make in
oue ter of Congress, even—yes, even long

before the Presidential election! The Dowo-
crats bhave no such opportunity. The Rspub-
licaus huve it all their own way. Bat with

this comes a heavy responsibiity, If the
Republicsns do not fuliil the mission com-
witted to them and coutinue to disappoint
the expectations of the people the reastion
agaivst them will go on, and though the
President way be s#aved throngh his personal
popularity the party will lose ﬁs power,

The popular instinets are seldom wrong
al least they are generally right in this en-
lightened aud self-governing conotry. There
wust be & cavse, then, for the change of pablic
sentiment in the States where the elections
have just taken place. What is that canse ?
Undonbtedly the corraption and ineapacity of
the preseut Republican Congress and leaders,
These wmen have shown no statesmanship,
They do not come np to the level of the prac-
tical seune and expectations of the people.
They are drivellivg local politiciaus, whe can-
not see beyond the narrow limits of theirown
districts and little party schemes. They have
no wiuds to grasp great qnestions of national
importauce, However desirous the psople of
any partionlar district or section of Lhe
country wmay bé te promote the interests
of their loeality, and may uxpect their repre-
sentative to attend to these, yet the national
sentiment is strougest —¥he wellare, prograss,
and glory of the republio ave firat in thoaght.
It is becanse the majority of the present
House of Representatives do not come up to
the nadonal stendard of stateswansuip awnd
have not shown eapacity for natioual sifgirs
that the people begin to repaliate them.
This inocapacity was strikingly apparent when
they refused to stay a few bours longer in
session to restore our wercantile marine at
the commencemont of the Earopesu war,
altbough the President sent a spocial wessa e

He
tells us what henffirms to be the trath as to
that period of our history when the fate of
Sumter was trembling in the balanee, and the
anxious yet trustfol community was hugging
the delusion that Lincoln and bLis ministers
were harmoniously working for the public
safety. Very far, if Mr. Welles is to be
credited, is this from the ftrath. It would
seem fron? the narrative now given to us that
poor Mr. Lincoln, dazzled by s sudden ele-
vation from obseurity, kindly disposed (o
everybody, tormented in his domestic rela-
tions, and blindly under the inflnence of M.
Seward, really did not know what to do. and
when be did act was sure to make grotesque
mistakes. 'I'bis is the charitable view of the
case, For at least thirty days literally nothing
was done, and on the 20th of Mareh, 1861, he
wrote a note to the Secretary of the Navy,
saying “‘I desire an expedition to move by
